Background Information: Each year the Ohio Department of Education (ODE)’s career-
technical content standards are reviewed in different subjectareas. At the same time, the
learning outcomes of existing Career-Technical Assurance Guide (CTAG) courses in the same
area are reviewed to identify any necessary updates and to maintain alignment between ODE
content standards and the CTAG courses.
